Oh, well, MARS stuff aside..... (20 years ago I used to do a lot of CW net 
things on MARS, and that sort of set my net skills, although they are 

a tad rusty, in official form). But, for the record, concerning the 
BA/GB **Net'' (which aint really a net but IS a roundtable). 


GENERAL BA/GB NET Protocol and Procedures: 
KKEKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKK 


1. QRG 3579R545 KHZ QTR ©200Z until whenever (usually 0600 is the end). 


Note: Try to be as close to the actual QRG as possible to prevent 


interference to W1AW and other real traffic nets. 
2. Call --- CQ BA CQ BA CQ BA DE <calling station> <calling station>/BA K 


Note: Call from on the hour to about 5 minutes after the hour, 
(or if you are game or a bit early or a bit late, call at 
any time and someone is likely to hear you). 


Note: Stations wishing to participate in the roundtable should 
return call to the calling station in long form or more 
appropriately in short form: 


long form --- <calling station> DE <yourcall> K 
or short form --- DE <yourcall> 
(The short form would not need the K prosign.) 


Note: Call one round and one round only and then listen for other 
stations. If no other stations are heard, then call again 
a minute or so later. Under no circumstances continuously 
call without listening between rounds for at least a few 
seconds. 


Note: This form of call is a general call to all BA/GB stations to 
get the ball rolling. THE PERSON WHO MAKES THE FIRST CALL 
AND GETS THE BALL ROLLING IS ACTING NET CONTROL STATION, 
unless he station defers net control to another station, for 
example a big BA station running a KW that can be heard over 
a 2 watt Hartley oscillator. 


Note: The ACTING NET CONTROL STATION, if hearing other stations, 
should note the other stations, making a list of all the 
stations participating, with the ACTING NET CONTROL STATION 
at the top of the list. Then the acting net control station 
should send a wait signal and immediately request any further 
stations to call in and be listed. Once all stations are 
listed and accounted for, the acting net control station should 
run off the list for all other stations to copy to establish 
the operational sequence of stations in the roundtable. All 
participating stations should copy the list down and follow 
its sequence, passing the QRG along to each station in the 
list. ONCE THE LIST HAS BEEN COMPLETED, the acting net control 
station should send a wait signal, and then request any further 
stations to call in and be added to the bottom of the list. 

If a lot of new stations call in, then it is good practice 
for the net control to run of the expanded list for all stations 
to copy and update their lists. If only one or two new stations

call in, then the net control can merely call for the new 
stations to follow after XXXXX station. 


A typical net control acknowledgement of stations signing in: 
DE <net control station> R <station 1> R <station 2> <etc.> 
A typical call for further stations might be: 


DE <net control station>/BA AS (call net to wait) 
CQ BA DE <net control station>/BA K (call for other stns) 


Then, other stations would be signed in, until all are noted. 
A typical list of stations might be: 


DE <net control station>/BA BT 
THE FOLLOWING STNS ARE NOTED BT 
<net control station> IM 
<station 1> IM 

<station 2> IM 

<station 3> IM 

<station 4> IM 

<etc.> IM 

<final station>/BA BT 


Once the list is broadcast, the acting net control station may 
broadcast announcements, as appropriate, from time to time, and 
the roundtable is then started: 


<station 1>/BA DE <net control station>/BA K 
Then when station 1 is done, the soapbox is passed to station 2: 
<station 2>/BA DE <station 1>/BA K 


and on it goes for the rest of the round. The last station in 
the list passes control back to the acting net control station. 


If the acting net control station gets tired and needs a break 

he should pass the net control along to another station who should 
then assume control from the top of the list, replacing the prior 
net control station who gets moved to the bottom of the list. 

It would be appropriate for the new net control station to 

send the wait signal, call for new stations, and update the 
roundtable stations list. 


If a station wishes to QRT, the station should advise the 


acting net control of this and then the next time the roundtable 
list is sent, the acting net control will delete the QRT station 
and all participants should do likewise to their lists. 


That is basically a very loose informal ‘‘net'' type of structure, and 
NOT a formal net, for sure. If there are only three or four stations, 
then the formalities can be tossed aside, and most of the time the 
protocol works fine, just passing the soapbox around. If the herd 
arives with a dozen stations, the someone should actively assume the 
net control station function to keep the thing rolling along smoothly. 
Usually, the station with the loudest signal should assume control. 


Generally, most folks meet on 3579 during the winter, although some 
folks try 1802R500 KHZ and some folks try 7050 KHZ. I think 160 is 
coming into fine form, of late, and should make for some fine roundtables. 


In earlier times, we tried the first hour on 40M, the second hour on 

80M, and the third hour on 160M, but that made for a lot of excessive 
QSY'ing. I tend to think sticking on 3579R545 first, and if folks are 
interested, to QSY up or down to the other bands, depending upon conditions, 
is maybe the best way to do it. But, for the present, there are no hard 

and fast rules. If you prefer to run 40M, then go directly to 40M first. 
Someone is usually around the 40/80M QRG's anytime after dark. 


That about covers the basics of the very informal roundtable style 

BA/GB *‘Net''. As you can see, it is NOT a formal net structure, but 

it does have some similarites thereto. Since many of our brethren are 
not net traffic types, well versed in proper net protocols (which can 

be a bit terse and cryptic and requires a bit of polish to operate well), 
I have always been of the opinion that the BA/GB *‘Net'' should NOT be 

so formally structured that folks get a tad gunshy. It is supposed to 

be FUN, a good chance to fires ye up yer treasured glowinbottleburners, 

a chance to discuss the gear and what you did to get it up and running, 
chance to ask for help or hints on BA/GB related topics, as well as 
chance to brush up on yer operatin' skills and practices. Once in 
while, when the folks are few and far between, the QRQ will run at 
comfy 20-3Qwpm, but not too often. The standard and accepted practice 
is to QRQ/QRS to the speed of the slowest operator aboard, at any time in 
the net. Most folks use a straight sending iron, some a SLO-Bug sort of 
thing, and a few folks use them thar keyer automatic thingies. I bea 
stick-in-de-ol'-mud an' prefers one o' them thar Vibroplex thingies, 

with a big 50A alligator clip on her nose to tame her down a tad. 

If anyone should want to QRQ, a bit, nudge the acting net control along. 
If anyone should want to QRS, a bit, set the brakes on the net control stn.

The IM is a CW separatory sign. The commercial operators use IM while 
the hams for some reason have used AA (never was clear why -- anyone know). 


Separatory signs are used to *‘‘separate'' elements of a list, or lines 

of address (a form of a specialized list) in routine chit chat or traffic. 
The acting net control's list of checkins is such a list, and the use 

of the separatory sign (commercial or ham version) is appropriate between 
the elements of the list. It's use is such that it should be easily 
understood by all, in practice. Actually, folks would know even without 
the use of the separatory sign that it was a list, right?.... oh, well..... 


I prefer the commercial operators version, since that is what is used 
in broadcast WX/PX from places like WCC, etc., and what I am used to 
hearing.

Subject: Filling holes in aluminum chassis

Gang, 


I have a lovely late R/E KWM-2A. The only problem with it is that the original 
owner had drilled the chassis to replace the stock RCA antenna jack with an 
SO-239 UHF connector. I thought that there was simply no hope of restoring it 
to original by somehow filling in the hole and re-installing a phono jack. 
Fortunately, the modification to install the SO-239 connector had been done 
fairly well. The original holes used to mount the RCA jack were not 
obliterated. 


A friend told me about Liquid Aluminum by Devcon and that he had successfully 
repaired chassis holes with it. When I located a source, the vendor 
recommended Devcon's Aluminum Putty to solve my problem. I have seen posts 
about Aluminim Putty on this list. 


My friend Stan White VE3FKD offered to help (with both advice and labor) on the 
project. I removed the SO-239 connector and put masking tape on the inside 
wall of the chassis to provide a form for the aluminum putty. I mixed up the 
putty and applied it with a small putty knife -- as suggested by the 
directions. Unfortunately, the putty sticks to the knife, so it wasn't 
possible to fill the hole without some overlap on to the chassis. We touched 
it up with a couple of additional coats (allowing a day between each coat to 


permit it to dry and sanding between coats) to ensure that the hole was full. 


When the putty had dried, we removed the masking tape -- it worked well and did 
not stick to the putty. We used sandpaper to remove the excess putty and to 
expose the outline of the original holes used to mount the RCA jack. We wanted 
to see the outline of original holes as a guide to drilling new mounting holes. 
In the process of sanding, the outline of the enlarged hole was also revealed. 
We carefully drilled the holes for the body of the jack and the 2 mounting 
holes. Fortunately, the putty held and we were able to install an original RCA 
jack. 


The only problem is that the aluminum putty is substantially darker in color 
than the surrounding aluminum chassis, so the fill is clearly visible. It 
would be nice if there were some way to lighten its color to conceal the old 
hole a little more. If anyone has ideas, I would welcome them. 


If I had it to do over again, I would be tempted to try the Liquid Aluminum 
instead. I anticipate that, with this product, it would be easier to avoid 
covering the surrounding areas of the chassis. If I used the putty again, I 
would drill the holes before removing the excess. I anticipate that the 
addidtional strength of the "overlapped" putty would be of benefit when 
drilling the holes. I would simply locate the mounting holes by measurement. 
Hope this provides some help to others.

Several people have asked recently about an industrial solvent for 


cleaning boatanchor gear that is a citrus-based product. The material, 
d-limonene, has gained popularity because of its _relatively_ low toxicity 
and because it is claimed to be environmentally friendly. I decided to 
read a little more about it and have reached the conclusion that it is 
really no miracle. 


D-limonene is known by a number of chemical synonyms: carvene, cajeputene, 
cinene, citrene, cyclohexene, and citrus terpene. More properly, it is 
1-METHYL-4- (1-METHYLETHENYL) -CYCLOHEXENE. 


It is in the terpene chemical family and is a good solvent for many 
organic greases. It is common to add surfactants (detergents) to it to 
aid in cleaning applications. It is not soluble in water, however a 
little is often added to aqueous cleaners to form a stable emulsion. Its 
strong citrus-like smell is characteristic. Quoting from its MSDS: 


FLASH POINT: 120 F (49 C) (CC) 

LOWER FLAMMABLE LIMIT: 0.7% @ 302 F (150 C) 
UPPER FLAMMABLE LIMIT: 6.1% @ 302 F (150 C) 
AUTOIGNITION: 458 F (237 C) 

FLAMMABILITY CLASS(OSHA): II 


HAZARDOUS COMBUSTION PRODUCTS: 
Thermal decomposition may release acrid smoke and irritating fumes. 


Its vapors are heavier than air and may travel a considerable distance to 
a source of ignition and flash back. I am not sure if its reputation for 
low toxicity is deserved or not. Because it has not been used extensively 
and there is no long history of previous exposures as there is with most 
other solvents, no occupational exposure limits have been established by 
OSHA, ACGIH, ox NIOSH. The “jury is still out" on its carcinogen status 
too. It has been shown to cause cancer in male rats but not in females or 
in mice. Ingestion of d-limonene in very small amounts has shown it to be 
not be acutely toxic. However, breathing its fumes is still considered to 
cause respiratory irritation. I am one of the small percentage of the 
population that have extreme respiratory problems even breathing a little 
of its vapors. 


Probably the biggest negative to d-limonene is the fact that it is a 
proven sensitizer. That is, previous skin contact with it can cause 
severe allergic reactions in many individuals and contact dermatitis in 
many others. 


Because of an unsaturated bond in its structure, d-limonene can polymerize 
slowly and oxidize on exposure to air. This effect is rapid enough that 
anti-oxidants are needed in many commercial applications. This material 
can leave a sticky residue on electronic components after letting it 
evaporate. This residue is mainly composed of partially polymerized 


material. 


As for what d-limonene is suited for in boatanchor cleaning, I would feel 
it is best for the removal of acrylic and pressure sensitive adhesives. 

It does not attack epoxy but I would be wary of using it around other 
paints. Urethanes seem to be especially sensitive to its solvent action. 
As others have mentioned, you should ALWAYS test this or ANY solvent in an 
inconspicuous spot to determine its compatibility with paint or plastics. 


I would tend to downplay its claims of environmental friendliness too. 
Yes, it is far better than halogenated solvents, but it is probably no 
better than many other materials. Because it is based on citrus oil, 
people seem to feel it is a natural product. Just remember that nature 
produces some mighty nasty "natural" products too. Very little is 
actually known about the environmental effects of d-limonene.

>Postwar, suppressor modulation disappeared. I suspect it was because power 
>pentodes with that capability had all gone away. And as a purist I refuse to 
>accept calling a tube with "beam forming plates" whether or not they are 
>available in the pin out, a pentode. 


Strangely enough, the Japanese companies Kyoritsu Dempa, Anritsu Dempa, 
Japan Radio (JRC) all seemed to like suppressor modulation. Even into the 
late 1960's! They produced special tubes for this as well. Some of them 
had two plate caps like an 833A, only one was the anode and one was the 
su/ppressor grid cap! 
Most had some very well made parts in the power amplifier section. I'd love 
to lay hands on some of those P.A. sections to part them out! 

Exactly why they preferred this system, remains a mystery to me. 
Some of the transmitter were CW only and there was a need to modlate them 
only when they were working the Medium wave range of 400-515 khz. Others 
were radiotelephone as well, but only on the 2-3 mhz. band. It was the 
"usual" thing for foreign "main" transmitters 
to work all bands from 400-515 khz, 1.6-2.9 Mhz, the 4, 6, 8, 12, 16, and 22 
mhz on CW. 
This when CW predominated for handling traffic and 1.6-2.9 Mhz. the only "phone" 
band used at the time by most cargo vessels.

Bob, I've just spent a lot of time working on an R-390A that was given to 
me over Labor Day weekend by a dear old friend going back to our college 
student days. The R-390A is a very complex receiver, as you no doubt have 
noticed. Here's a few things you might check to improve the 80 meter band 
sensitivity. 


1. Start by checking the cam alignments as described in paragraph 70 in TM 
11-5820-358-35. This is an easy visual check. Continue on in paragraph 70 


by tuning the receiver to 07 +000 MC. The cam pointers should align with 
the marks on the chassis. This too is an easy quick check. If this looks 
OK, particularly on band 2-4, you can be assured that the mechanical 
alignment is OK and proceed with the next steps. 


2. Check the sensitivity on band 20 (20-21 MC). This band uses the same 
crystal (first conversion oscillator) as the 3 MC band. Assuming the 
receiver sensitivity is normal (2 or 3 microvolts for a good recognizable 
tone from a sig gen) on bands other than 3, you might also touch up the 
capacitor trimmer on the high frequency oscillator chassis for bands 3/20. 
Tuning in the calibrator signal is usually OK for this. Peak the trimmer 
for maximum S-meter signal with AGC on. Remember that the R-390A is a 
double conversion receiver on bands 8 and up, but uses triple conversion on 
bands 0-7 -- these bands are upconverted to 17-24 MC. Verify that the 
receiver is OK on the other bands below 8 MC to see if the ist IF and 17 MC 
local oscillator are OK. 


2. If other bands below 8 are OK, go through the book alignment procedure 
for the 2-4 MC band. Do this xseveralx times, repeating the book procedure 
until there is no discernible improvement. Be sure to set the antenna 
trimmer control to its centered position before starting alignment (look 
for the red dot --it should point to the right side of the receiver), and 
remember to adjust slugs at the lower frequency and trimmer caps at the 
higher frequency, and that there is considerable interaction between the 
two. Keep going back and forth until no improvement is noticed. Use a 
signal generator with a 70 ohm resistor in series connected to the balanced 
antenna input connect in an effort to simulate the 120 ohm rated input 
impedance. If you're not a purist, just omit the resistor. Don't tweak 
the capacitor in the 2-4 MC (or any other bands) can that is closest to the 
front panel, as it is the "balancing capacitor". There is a different 
procedure for its adjustment. 


>3) The thing will not shut off. The line powers up the dial lamps and 
some of the > power supply even with the switch in the off position. 


I had this same problem. I took the microswitch apart, cleaned it, put 
some Cramolin on it, put it back together and it worked fine. Maybe I was 
lucky. Maybe you will be too! 


>The only other thing that seems a bit sour is the BFO strength. It 
>seems to pull or mush out on overload much easier than I remember them 
>doing, in manual AVC mode. On AVC, it works better, but still seems 
>a bit weak. 


Check the DC voltage on the "diode load" terminal. It should go up to 


about 10 volts with an input signal of 50 microvolts or so and climb up to 
about 25 volts with really strong local broadcast stations. If it doesn't 
do this, you may have IF amplifier or AGC problems. Tubes with gas or grid 
emission can screw up the AGC voltage, I'm told. 


Also there are published mods to increase the BFO coupling capacitor value 
up to 40 pf or so. I haven't done this -- caveat emptor. 


I can't be of much help on audio problems, as I haven't been into that 
module other than to check the resistors for upward creep. Incidentally, 
upward creep was found in the IF module on the screen grid dropping 
resistors. Some were even discolored. The vast bulk of the resistors in 
my radio checked OK. 


My breakthrough was finding a mica capacitor that had shifted value in the 
first IF triple-tuned section, which caused bands 0-7 to be about 20 more 
numb than other bands. Alignment of that stage was difficult and time 
consuming -- due to the coupling and subsequent interaction -- when 
starting from scratch. My next target will be to improve the tracking on 
the Cosmos PTO. 


Good luck with your receiver, Bob, and keep us informed of your progress. 
That way all of us can improve our over-the-net diagnostic skills!!

It seems to me rather obvious that Hammond has chosen to carry a line 
of useful magnetics at what look to me to be reasonable prices. I 


didn't have any idea just how extensive this line was until Jerry 
commented on it. 


Now I paid a good price for this radio, and it was stated up front 
that the power transformer was a possible problem, which it turned out 
to be. I£ I did not want to get involved with spending $75 or $100 to 
solve the power transformer problem, then maybe I shouldn't have 
bought the radio. 


But then considering that the engineering and technician time, plus 
parts, spent on the RME-45, tot up to about $3500, maybe I shouldn't 
have bought it, either. After all, my time is valuable.

In addition to Hammond, Thordarson still makes plate transformers. Not 
as many as they used to (nor are they terribly fast), but having dealt 
with them on a "what is this?" sorting out an audio output transformer, I 
was favorably impressed with their attitude. x*If* there is a Thor. 
dealer in one's neck of the woods (ask, many of the old-line radio/TV 
parts shops are), it's at least worth checking what's on the shelf. 
Ordering? Hammond +c via AES or Electrosonic (or whoever--if it's worth 
Carl's while, I'd personally as soon deal with a listmember!) is probably 
faster than Thordarson. 

OTOH, if you're really in a corner, Thordarson has the info filed away 
and will reproduce xanyx transformer they have ever built. (Ummm, one 
might *xnot*x want to ask after the "Tru-Fidelity" line, even forwarned: 
they were no-holds-barred hi-fi audios and will likely break the bank at 
1996 prices!) 


Thinking of parts prompts me to wonder if Radiokit is still carrying 
Jackson Brothers dials, drives, etc.--the 4489/C ball drive dial in 


particular. In appearance, it's quite similar to a National AM, though 

the scale dial is flat. A very nice dial & drive assembly for BA/glowbug 
homebrewing! (Radiokit, last list I saw, had quite a lot of nice parts for 
the tube homebrewer--not an ad nor an invitation to one but some parts are 
‘way hard to find these days!)

In perspective, transformers are not expensive! Nowadays it costs about $20 
just to fill up any of my vehicles with gasoline, about $25 to take my 
family to a cafeteria and even more to go to a restaurant. A pair of Levi's 
costs $25 to $40, depending upon how good the sale is. A cheap CD stereo 
costs around $100. New videos cost $15 to $25. And these are all small 
ticket items! 


Charging $50 to $100 for a new power transformer is entirely reasonable. I 
spent over $50 just to have the little HV transformer in my Tektronix 547 
rewound (and have been quite pleased with it!) 


The only rub is that you really have to want to repair the radio, because 
often you can get a complete radio for the cost of a new transformer. 

Hence, transformers seem expensive only because boatanchors aren't. Working 
Boatanchors are cheap, non-working Boatanchors are cheaper and Boatanchors 
with bad magnetics have no value at all except for parts, IMHO. 


FWIW, I'll point out that I have yet to need to replace a power transformer. 
Admittedly, there are cases when transformers need to be replaced, such as 
when the transformer has literally melted down or is potted or hermetically 
sealed and open/shorted. However, many problems with magnetics are easily 
repaired, even if the device happens to stink! Transformers, being 
primarily wire and paper wound around a steel core, are mechanically simple, 
so a little common sense goes a long way toward fixing ‘em. An open is 


often as simple as a bad solder connection where the lead is connected to 
the winding. A short is often at the winding/lead connection as well. Both 
these problems are easily resolved without having to replace the device. 


Just my $0.02 worth. YMMV.

I can 
certainly sympathize with you comments when you are trying to make a living 
and someone offers to purchase your product at half of your cost. 


In many cases the cost of replacing ‘fried iron' can equal or exceed the 
fair market price of a BA. This is unfortunate but this is reality. Anyone 
who knowingly sells a BA with bad ‘iron' and doesn't tell the purchaser is 
simply a crook from my viewpoint.

I downloaded these reference files, and Jerry's effort is much 
appreciated. With new iron being expensive, I am always on the 
lookout for iron at hamfests etc and buy if the price is right. 


Recently I acquired several low voltage/filament transformers, 

mostly made by Hammond. While most had the secondary voltage and 
current rating clearly indicated, some did not. Lacking a Hammond 
catalog, I looked them up in the Simmonds (a major Canadian distributor) 
catalog. My mystery iron were all Hammond Type X (167 Series), 

and I discovered that the secondary voltage and current rating could 

be determined from the catalog number. 


The catalog number is of the form 

Xxx Cvv 

where xxx is the series number, C is a letter related to the 
current rating of the secondary, and vv is the secondary voltage 
rounded down to the nearest integer volt. 

The letter C it seems means different things in the different 
series, but as a general rule the current rating increases as one 


goes through the alphabet. 


As the 167 series seems to be the only one without the ratings 
being given on the transformer which is currently sold, the following 


may be of interest: Note that this applies only to the 167 
series, as well as the 165 and 166 Series:

Two transformers sitting in front of me are 167 J25 and 167 L60. 
Thus the former has a 25 volt secondary rated at 1A, while the 
latter has a 60 volt secondary rated at 2 A. A 12.6 volt filament 
transformer rated at 8 amps would be 167 R12. A Series 166 33 volt 
1A transformer I used a couple of week ago in building a power 
supply (using technology verboten in this group) was a 166 J33.

Carl, KM1H, asked about recovering silver from plated parts. 


> I have a bunch of old silver plated items that I would like to strip and 
> save the solution for my own plating needs. Is this even feasible? How 

> to do it? I'm sure this is something to be done outside while standing 

> upwind. 


It is certainly _feasible_ to recover the silver if you are a commercial 
reprocessor. As far as doing it at home, it is neither practical nor 
economical. The solutions needed would be extremely toxic (cyanides) and 
the amount recovered would never pay for their cost. Silver is relatively 


inexpensive, or it is compared to gold or platinum. 


Even with gold, recovery is not inexpensive. I have seen many ads in 
computer and electronics magazines like Nuts & Volts talk about how 
profitable it is to recover gold from edge connectors, sockets, switch 
contacts, and integrated circuits. Like stuffing envelopes at home or 
mail-order books on how to make a million dollars, a smart person needs to 
do his homework first and that realize if something sounds too good to be 
true - it probably is! Yes, you CAN make a profit at this; that is, if 
you have extremely large quantities of gold-plated material to start with. 
It generally takes hundreds of pounds of concentrated scrap before you can 
even begin to reap any profit. 


For electronic applications, like VHF/UHF cavities where silver plating 
can make a difference in performance, the amount of silver needed is quite 
small. The silver is there more for tarnish protection than as a highly 
conductive surface. The hobby kits like others have mentioned here (Texas 
Platers Supply and such) are generally quite adequate. In fact, I have 
never needed to _electroplate_ silver in any restoration application. I 
have used _electroless_ silver however. The Cool-Amp material, available 
from larger electrical supply houses, is my favorite. You make a think 
paste of this powder with water and rub it on freshly polished copper to 
create a thin silver coating. It works well for restoring some switch 
contacts. I also use it to protect the copper on home-built printed 
circuit boards after etching.

Gang: 


About 8 years ago I discovered a Zenith portable radio (mdl 6G004Y, 
chassis # 6C41) in the attic of our old house. Since moving, I have kept 
this radio in the basement and, up until 2 years ago, had no idea what I 
actually possessed, in terms of a rare item. 


Cones & Bryant, in their book about Zenith Trans-Oceanics (pg 68), list 
the Global as a exceedingly rare companion receiver to the 8GO05Y 
Trans-Oceanic of 1946 (the year I was born). No company records are 


available to show the numbers produced, nor did Zenith have a photo of 
the Global for Cones/Bryant to use in their book. It is believed that 
this was either a special promo for a private company or a limited 
production item to test marketing waters for a low-end T-0O wannabe 
receiver. What ever the reasons for manufacturing this BA, the end 
result is that there are very few of them around. Neither Cones or 
Bryant has ever seen one. 


Having said all this, I have lovingly started restoral of this rare 
Zenith classic. The case "leather" is in fair shape, needing a good 
cleaning (Murphy's Oil Soap) and restoral (black shoe dye & polish). The 
front panel came back nicely as did all the brass fittings. The chassis 
is in good shape, needing the normal recapping and new electrolytics 
installed. I am missing a small red slide switch cover (there are 2, but 
I have only one) which I think I can fabricate from styrene. 


My main delema is the carrying handle. It is showing signs of stress 
fracture and I need to reinforce it somehow. The first thing that comes 
to mind is epoxy, the 5 minute kind, that I can premix and pour in one 
side of the handle and let gravity do the work. However, most of the 
dual tube epoxy that I have used is extremely thick and I'm affraid all 
that would happen is that the expoxy would start down one end of the 
handle and harden before it got all the way down inside the thinner part 
of the handle where the majority of the reinforcement needs to take 
place. 


Anyone have any suggestions regarding this problem? How about potting 
compound? I realize that all this stuff gets hot when it sets up, so is 
there a way to control the temperature so that it won't get so hot it 
melts or distorts the handle?
